The Caftor and Pollux left Sc. Kitts abour three Moaths

While thefe two Privateers were cruifing off the Welt 
End of Porte Rico, they fell.in with four Spiwith Mea 
of War, aod two Merchantmen hound to the Mavaans, 
(as the Spaniards taken on board the Brig informed 
them) one of which had Jury Maits, and was the Ship 
faid to have two Millons on boerd; which was chaced 
afhore by fome Eoglifh Men of War on Porto Rico, 
and bad the Mortification to fee the Money landed, but 
could not come at it. Two ot 74 Guns esch were fo 
nigh the Caftor, that it was with the urmof D ficulty 
fhe elcap'd being taken.
